(Special)—The first running of the 
California Derby, $1000 stake for 
California-bred racing greyhounds,

We are 
mastered by ovr ideals which may 
be thoughts, objects, or persons. 

The currents of many a life have 
been changed for nobler purposes 
by the influence of a great book, or 
a majestic scene in nature, or bet- 
ter still, by contact with a person- 
ality who gives the strength of sin- 
cerity bought with the price of sac- 
rifice for character. We grow to be 
like those whom we admire. Bea- 
trice inspired the soul of Dante and 
herself ‘‘led him through Paradise.’”’ 
Browning is never more noble than 
when he confesses his debt to Eliza- 
beth Barrett. Chaucer awoke the 
soul of John Masefield, the English 
poet. Robert Louis Stevenson 
writes, ‘‘Few friends have had upon 
me an influence so strong for good 
as Hamlet or Rosalind.’’ 

Find some book, some thought, 
some personality which will be to 
you what the Great Stone Face was 
to Ernest, a spiritual presence 
which etherealizes and enobles the 
highest aspirations of your souls. 
There are truly sermons in rocks if 
we will but heed them. ‘True in- 
fluence comes not from a moment’s 
eloquence, but from the accumula- 
tion of a lifetime’s thoughts stored 
up in the eyes.” Let us find an 
inspiration bigger than ourselves.

A Review of California Business

The continuous chatter of a cash 
register, to the average business 
man, is language and music rolled 
into one. And American cash regis- 
ters are chattering like peliticians 
at a party convention; 

But there’s a sour note some- 
where in an _ otherwise sparkling 
performance. For the business man 
who studies the national scene as it 
affects his future, there’s the seem- 
ing contradiction or marked im- 
provement in business, without any 
corresponding improvement in the 
relief situation. 

Here are some of the salient 
points of the economic enigma: 

The vlumne of production in the 
United States is roughly 10 per cent 
above the 1923-25 average; farm in- 
come is at the highest point since 
1924, with California leading the 
parade; automobile sales this year 
are expected to top 5,600,000; de- 
partment, store trade is steadily 
climbing; mail oured houses are 
setting new records. Business, gen- 
erally, is good. 

But despite all this, the relief load 
is little smaller than in 1933—at the 
Gepth of the depression! Nearly 
one-seventh of America is on relief. 
The federal government has just ap 
propriated anather billion and a 
half for relief purposes. And there

Fconomists disagree, but the 
theories of one of the foremost— 
Emerson P. Schmide, professor of 
economics at the University of Min 
nesota——are challenging. 

The average business man, faced 
with a public sentiment demand- 
ing high wages, says Professor 
Schmidt, hires fewer men instead 
of paying lower wages. When he 
feels the pinch of overhead, instead 
of reducing his pay scale, he re- 
duces the number of men on hs 
payrel. And the average builder 
when he finds hs payroli costs cut- 
ting too deeply into his income, 
substitutes capital for labor—buys 
a few trucks and a steam shovel 
and digs a basement with 10 men
